With the kind indulgence of Tiu: RE- 
riiucA.v, and that the answers to the 


objections raised by Mr. Harris may be 
considered by those who read the ob- 
jections, the writer will endeavor to sel 
forth, as clearly and concisely as possi- 
ble, the way the Populists arc tending, 
and the direction true reform shouk 
take. 


There are socialists and socialists, but 


all socialists believe that "societyshould 


lanage or control all the means of pro- 


duction and all the means of diatribu- 


As the instrumentality through 


which society works is government, in 
plain English, then, socialism is the doc- 
trine that governments should manage 
or control all the means of production 
ind all the means of distribution. This 
is the socialism of today. 


Now, what does Populism stand for? 


It is a matter of much indifference what 
;he individual views of Mr. Harris

On a few young vineyards 
west of town a solution of Paris green- 
one pound to 200 gallons of water—was 
used lust spring to destroy sphinx 
worms. This amount would sprinkle 
tbe foliage of 1500 vines, and as nearly 
all of the solution adhered to tbe leaves 
it is estimated that an average man 
would have to devour about twenty tons 
of raisins before he would accumulate 
enough Paris green to make him squcam- 


Besides, there is scarcely any raisins

reduced in the small district infested 
ie sphinx worm. 
Messrs. GrilUn & Skclly state that 


they have no raisins whatever from this 
district, and further that none of their 
men liave been ill. 


A reporter called to see Montague Par-

That their reason- 
ing is just is shown by tho results 
Whereas in Paris, London and Berlin 
tlio majority of children born .in work 
houses return years afterward lo du 
there. In Vienna it is a most unusual 
occurrence for a foundling or an orphan 
dependent upon public charity to be- 
come in old age a charge upon the com- 
munity. 


In Austrian cities children of this class 


are boarded out in the families of work- 
men living in tho suburbs at the expense 
of tho municipality. But their care is 
intrusted, not to tho workhouse authori- 
ties, but to gentlemen and ladies ol 
leisure, fortune nnd respectability, who 
practically become the guardians of the 
little ones. 


Their chargo is ^purely honorary one, 


and they are chosen as a rule by tht 
burgomaster of tho city or town fron 
among tho nobilirij', the retired Hingis 
(rates, the half pay officers, the ricl 
childless widows and wealthy old maidi 
They bear the title of orphan fathers 
and orphan mothers, nnd so hononiblc 
is the position" regarded by the popula- 
tion that the mayor never cspe. 
any difficulty in securing tho services of 
a sufficient mr.nb<'r cf stich official par- 
ents.
